Scientific Construction or 


the "Quad." 


What an odd looking aflair indeed ' 


the "quad!" This strangely constructed 
bicycle is the result of the law govern- 
in* tho acceptance of speed records by 
the League of American Wheelmen 
The league from the very first refuged 
to recognize 
those 
records which 


were paced 
by 
any 
power 
other 


than supplied by man. It ie quite easy 
for a cyclist to travel very rapidly 
when the incentive 13 a horse, steam or 
electricity. But whon it was found nec- 
essary to supply a pacemaker which 
could ghe the necessary speed to lead 
the time maker on, two or even three 
men on a tandem or triplet were not 
able to hold the pace. And so the quad- 
ruplet was invented. Four men can 
ride the quadruplet and extract tremen- 
dous speed out of it. It is constructed 
on tho best scientifically mechanical 
principles. Its 
weight is only 73J^ 


pounds. Tho wheel base is 100 inches 
and the gear is 9D inches. Thi* large 
gear imparts awful power to the'chain. 
Three sizes of chain are used, the front 
! 1C of an inch thick, the middle % of 
an inch and the rear 5-16 of an inch. It 
is held by some experts in speed mat- 
tors that four men of the caliber of say 
Johnson, Tyler, Ziegler and Edwards, 
can i idea mile on the "quad" in one 
minute and twenty seconds. It costs 
about 82oO to build a "quad" such as the 
one described.

They differ in color only. 


Will Send tho Chart to the State Depart- 


ment. 


NEW YORK, March 15.—Capt. Cross- 


man said he would sent a chart to the 
state department showing where the 
attack occurred. He said he knew his 
vessel was at least four miles off Cape 
Maysi, which is the easternmost point 
of Cuba. 


Capt. Crossman continued: "The 


man-of-war which attacked us was 
broad off our port quarter. I will say 
right here, and this is a statement 
which I have not made before, that 
hod the man-of-war signalled us with 
the international code I would have 
stopped immediately. She raised no 
such signals, however. Her fire was 
practically a command, and I am not a 
man to"take orders from anybody, ex- 
eept my superior officers "

man said that he could plainly see 
that she had a copper bottom

Spain has not built a wooden ship in 
the last ten years

UNDER MILITARY CONTROL. 


Winchester, Va., Threatened with IturnlQf 


by the Negro Population. 


WINCHESTER, Va., March 15 —For the 


second time since the'war, Winchester 
is practically under military control. 
On the 5th instant Thornton Parker, 
colored, was arrested for attempted 
criminal assault on Mrs. Melton, a re- 
spectable married lady near Sliddle- 
town, this county. The details of the 
crime are distrusting-. Parker, after 
being fully identified as the assailant, 
was lodged in jail here, and indicted 
on Monday by a special grand jury 
and his trial set for to-day. 


Threats of lynching have been made, 


and the negroes of this city have ex- 
pressed their intention to rescue the 
negro and burn the town. Suppressed 
excitement and indignation have been 
manifest for several days, especially 
when the negroes paraded the town 
in groups on Tuesday night and were 
disbanded by the police force. 


The municipal officers therefore de- 


cided to place the city under military 
protection last night. 
Three com- 


panies—seventy-five men—of the sec- 
ond Virginia regiment, under Col. J. 


Baker, arrived here on the 7:30 p. 


m. train and are virtually in charge. 
Everything was quiet at 6 o'clock last 
night and the presence of the troops 
will probably prevent any further dis- 
turbance.

pose I found this man of God? Upon a 
rude platform in the mountains, erected 
by those primitive but Christian people, 
discoursing from the holy scripture in 
such a manner as to move men to teats 
and women to more violent emotions." 


REPUBLICANS should bear in mind that 


notwithstanding the Democrats have 
not and will not put out a township 
ticket, every Republican should make it 
his business to vote at the township 
election, because a light vote will help 
the Democrats at the city election, and 
a full vote will proportionately weaken 
them. Let every Republican start in 
for an 800 majority at the city election. 
They can do it if every Republican voter 
will do his duty at the township election 
and then follow it up with a grand rally 
at the city election. 


Our Foreign Complications. 


There is but one European power 


with whi3h the United States is not now 
involved in some diplomatic contention 
The exception is Austria. Among these 
contentions are those growing out of the 
killing of an English subject in New 
Orleans by a mob, and the killing of 
some Italians in the west by another 
mob. 
These affairs have given rise to 


the same questions that were brought 
forward by the killing of the Italian 
Maffla in New Orleans some years ago 
Which involved this government to an 
extent that it had to pay the Italian 
government $5,000 for each of the Ital- 
ians killed, while, as a matter of fact, 
the government was not responsible and 
had not the power to prevent the killing 
or to hold the state of Louisiana or the 
city of New Orleans responsible. 


As it stands now, owing to the limita- 


tions placed upon the exercise of the 
Federal power by statute, the govern- 
ment finds itself powerless to protect 
foreign citizens whom the United State* 
is under solemn treaty obligations to 
protect. Under our peculiar conditions 
the national government can only look 
to the state to extend protection, and if 
this is denied, or the measure of protec 
tion is inadequate, it can not interfere. 
Meanwhile the state itself is. wholly free 
from any responsibility to the foreign 
power with which the United State* has 
entered into treat? relations, and the 
power* are prohibited from em 
re- 


mooatnting with toe off«oding state 


government; they can look for redfeM 
only to the helplew national govirt- 
ment. So it i« within the power of »ny 
erratic governor or weak mayor or even 
an incompetent chief of police in any 
city to force an issue that 'can be de- 
cided only by war, and the fate of the 
whole nation may depend on the con- 
duct of such officials. 


This matter was brought to the atten- 


tion of congress by President Harrison 
at the instance of the late Secretary 
Elaine after the adjustment of the 
trouble that threatened war with Italy 
as the result of the killing of the Italians 
in New Orleans, but 'no action was 
taken to carry out the suggestion, prob- 
ably owing to the fact that the neces- 
sary legislation might be regarded as an 
infringement upon the old State's right 
theory. It is very probable, however, 
that President Cleveland will feel obliged 
to again call attention to the subject at 
the meeting of the next congress, and 
point out how in the absence of such 
legislation he is obliged to appeal to 
pay out of the money raised by the whole 
people large sums for indemnity for out- 
rages committed by a disorderly element 
in one small place. 


Just what shape the proposed legisla- 


tion will take can not now be defined, 
but it is thought it will be the business 
of the United States to act first through 
the court deputies, and then if that is 
not uufflcient, through the troops of the 
national government, and to do this 
without delay in all cases. This would 
require an amendment to the posse cam- 
itatus law, passed with the express pur- 
pose to prevent the use of troops at elec- 
tions, but proven to be of much wider 
scope than was intended, and would 
otherwise harm the sensibilities of the 
strict constructionists of the state's 
rights theory; but, as between this and 
the ever-present danger of becoming in- 
volved in a foreign war without a reason 
able or just cause, it is believed that 
congress will, not hesitate to declare for 
the law.

ILL PARTIES TO BE REPRESEITED 


On the Board of Commissioner*—Ap- 


pointment! end Promotion! to be 


Wide by the Chief of Police Un- 


t dtr Civil-Service Regulation!. 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 15.—A meet- 


ing of the Lexow New York city po- 
lice investigating committee was held 
in the senate judiciary committee yes- 
terday afternoon. 
The 
committee 


agreed to report two New York city 
police bills, Senators Cantor and Brad- 
ley dissenting. 
After the session Sen- 


ator Lexow said that it had been de- 
cided to make the present police com- 
missioners themselves the reorganiz- 
ing body. After Mayor Strong's re- 
gime the commissioners are to be 
elected. It is provided that no politi- 
cal organization shall nominate more 
than two commissioners; also, that the 
two receiving the highest votes shall 
be declared elected, and the two oth- 
ers receiving1 the next highest votes 
shall be appointed without reference 
to their party affiliations, thus giving 
a third party a chance. 


Senator Lexow called particular at- 


tention to the changes made with a 
view to increasing the efficiency of the 
force. The superintendent is hereaf- 
ter to be known as the chief of police, 
and is given largely-extended powers. 
He will have absolute control of all 
assignments and transfers; he may sus- 
pend without pay, and no promotion 
can be made except on his recommen- 
dation and under civil service rules, 
which have also been decided upon. 


Provisions are further made for a 


deputy chief of police and for six in- 
spectors. The idea of the inspectors 
is to divide the city into districts and 
have each head of the police for his 
respective district reside in it instead 
of at headquarters. 


The committee also decided to adopt 


the recommendations of the Lexow 
committee that one inspector and four 
captains be selected to make the civil 
service examination' of applicants for 
places on the force, subject to the ap- 
proval of the civil service board 


THE MURDERED 
ITALIANS. 


History of the Victims of Mob Violence— 


Dr. Coneo Goes 


DENVER, Col., March 15. — The his- 


tory of the men who were killed near 
Walsenburg is as follows: 


Welsby was an American, well 


known in this section 
He was 28 


years of age and unmarried. Zafetto 
had lately come from Italy, where fie 
left a wife and four children. He had 
taken out his first papers and was 
about 26 years old. Ronchetto was an 
Italian citizen, unmarried, and about 
30 years old. Vittari had taken out 
first papers. He had a wife and sev- 
eral children in Italy and was 31 years 
of age. Lorenzo was an Italian citi- 
zen, unmarried, and it> years of age. 
Giacabino had taken out first papers, 
and has a son living1 at Walsenburg. 
He was 40 years old. 


Dr. Cuneo, acting consul for the 


Italian government, started for Wal- 
senburg last night, having received in- 
structions to that effect from the am- 
bassador, 
Baron 
Fava, 
yesterday. 


The message received from the am- 
bassador was worded in Italian and 
the only interpretation the doctor 
would give was that he had instruc- 
tions to start for Walsenburg at once. 


"I am ready to go," he said, "and 


will endeavor to carry out the instruc- 
tions of my government. I anticipate 
no trouble, for the efforts which CJov. 
Mclntyre has been making since the 
news was received from the scene of 
the trouble is quite assuring that he 
has the matter in complete control."

As St. Patrick's day appi caches legend* 


concerning him are rifo ID the land 
which reve.ee him. Although not • 
Christian, King Loeghaire gave St. Pat- 
rick permission to preach the gospel to 
the Irish. The king, though listening 
to the preaching of the saint, never gare> 
up his early superstition* or pagan ideas. 
As a punishment His soul wan banished} 
to the black pool at Tel I town, there to 
await the coming of Christ and Patrick 
—Christ to judge the world at large, and 
Patrick to judge the Irish. Fourteen 
hundred years have passed since King; 
Loeghaire died, and still he awaits hi* 
sentence; but, as he gave the apostle* 
permission to teach tbe true faith. 
throughout Ireland, all the priests, es- 
pecially those who bear hie name, ar» 
bound to pray that at tha day of judg- 
mept the king may find mercy and mar 
stand at the right hand of St Patrick. 


Scattered through Ireland there ate 


atone* revered SB marking the spot 
where the saint once stood ia preach- 
ing the gospel. There ia such a one 
about half a mile outside Drogheda. 
The legend connected with it is as fol- 
lows: St. Patrick was once journeying 
from Ardee to Donore, where he wa* 
to celebrate mass, but was delayed 
upon the road, for when he reached the 
spot where the stone now is he found 
a crowd awaiting hie coining, auxiotu 
to hear tho gospel and be baptuBd. 
Standing upon this atone St. Patrick 
preached; then, kneeling, ho prayed long 
and earnestly, resting the while upon 
his crozier. But when the ceremonies 
were over it was found the mass wa» 
long over, and the saint wept for sorrow 
that the people of Donor* should b» 
disappointed that day. The three deep 
imprints upon tho stone are where the* 
staff and the apostle's kneen rested; the 
email black spots are tho tear* he shed 
that he had caused so many at Doncre 
to lose mass. For many years, as regu- 
larly as the 17th of March comes around, 
one man, from a great distance, never 
fails to visit the spot, where he pray* 
and reads from an ancient book the 
"Lorica"of St. Patrick. The belief in 
the tradition of this stone is abialute 
among the peasantry.

criminal and expert in this line, who has 
already served three terms in the peni 
tentiary for similar offenses, and the 
court again sent him to the penitentiary 
for one year and six months.

DEATHOF GEN. GARZA 


<Grr»phio Description of the Fight at 


Bocaa Del Toro. 


REGULAR TROOPS CAUGHT II ATRIP, 


'With Almost Certain Death Between 


Them and Their Arms, Make • Game 


and Successful Fight—Ameri- 


can Marines on the Scene. 


MOBILE, Ala., March 15.—Last night 


upon the arrival of the steamship Her- 
nld the Register obtained from its cor- 
respondent »t Bocas Del Toro full 
details 6f( the, recent attack of the 
rebels, uqdir'*Gten. Qarca, upon that 
city. It is as follows:

BOCAS DEL TOBO, March 8. ) 


A desperate attack was made about 


4 o'clock this morning by a band of 
rebels under Gen. Oarza upon the Co- 
lombian troops quartered here and the 
battle waged fiercely for three hours. 
Bullets flew thick and fast and many 
of the principal buildings were rid- 
dled until they looked like sieves. 
The barracks here U a small frame, 
uingle-roofed store and dwelling, situ- 
ated in the center of the city. The 
ntore of John Wilson £ Co. is fifty feet 
north. John H. D. Finke's store is di- 
rectly across the street, about forty 
feet. 


The soldiers were asleep up-stairs, 


while their guns and ammunition were 
loelow, the steps being on the outside 
of the building, thereby exposing the 
noldiera to the fire of the rebels as they 
ran down to secured their arras. 


As to the landing of the rebels, no 


definite information can be learned 
cither as to how, when or where they 
landed. The general supposition is 
1 hat they landed from a schooner at or 
near a point on Columbus 
island 


Icnown as "Big Bight." 


From this point 
they 
marched 


through the swamp, a distance of 
•three miles, to Boeas Del Toro. The 
mud on the shoes of the dead men 
proves this to be a fact. As they 
inarched along, each government sen- 
1 inel was in turn made prisoner. The 
outposts were policemen armed with 
<'lut)N 


It was 4 a. m. when Gen. Garza and 


jibout ten men opened fire on the bar- 
racks from the Finke building across 
1 he street. 


The first man to meet his fate was 


1he government sentinel at the bar- 
lacks,. As the shots were fired the sec- 
ond lieutenant, who was in command, 
ran out on the front gallery and met a 
c imilar fate. The rebels advanced and 
V.ept up a constant fire upon the bar- 
racks, where the soldiers were en- 
trapped. The soldiers made a despe- 
rate rush down stairs for their arms 
t nd commenced to return the fire. 


The troops opened fire upon the 


t quad of rebels, who were firing from 
the second story of Finke's building, 
find riddled the house. Garza continu- 
ally called at the government troops: 
' 'Surrender, you fools!" He was heard 
to say in English: "The soldiers are 
rhooting high." and ran down stairs, 
where he met his death. 
He was 


found dead not more than fifty feet 
from the barracks. 


When the rebels lost their leader 


they lost their cause. They had the 
Iwst of the battle till daylight: then 
the soldiers, aeeing the enemy not near 
EO strong as they supposed, rushed 
from the deathtrap and forced the 
enemy to retreat. Ouce getting their 
opponents on the run, they pursued 
them with renewed energy and deadly 


' effect They shot them to death in 
the streets, dragged them from houses 
t.nd chased the remaining few into the 
f trump. 


It was near 8 o'clock when the sol- 


ders returned to the barracks and the 
roll was called. 


The United States cruiser Atlanta 


%vas three miles from the city during 
the fight. She heard no report from 
the guns in the morning, although her 
1 ights were visible from the shore. No 
effort was made to communicate with 
tier until 7 o'clock. Just as a small 
boat started to her, she weighed an- 
chor and steamed aw ay to her prac- 
tice grounds. 


The steam lauBeh Mascot was sent 


l°y the American consul to await the 
return of the Atlanta to her anchor- 
• gf. 
She hove in sight about 5 o'clock 


in the afternoon, and as soon as her 
commander learned the facts, without 
• moment's delay, each offlcer was 
called 
and given instructions. 
A 


steam launch was lowered, a galling 
gun warn put aboard and with three 
l>oata in tow, containing seventy-five 
marines, the force started for Bocas 
Pel "Toro, which was reached at 8 
o'clock in the evening. The doctors 
from the Atlanta rendered valuable 


i aid to Dr. Feaass, an American doctor 


attending1 the dying mad wounded men 
• ad women. 


Garza and his men were in front of 


the room occupied by Messrs. Katai- 
Bumen and Feauss in the second story 
of the Finke building. They could 
not get oat of their rooms, and were 
compelled to stand this awful Are for 
nearly three hours. Every bottle of 
medicine in Dr. Feauss' room was 
blown to atoms. The doctor, how- 
ever, was soon about among the wound- 
ed, relieving their sufferings. 


Five of the Colombian soldiers are 


dead and several wounded. Five of 
tne rebels are dead and thirty-five 
taken prisoners. 


The officers of the Atlanta are not 


inclined to believe that the Garza 
killed was the notorious bandit of the 
I-io Grande. They say he would never 
have made an attack with so small a 
f wee of men. Notwithstanding their 
ideas he was identified by one of bis 
followers and several men who knew 
fcim in Mexico. A young man, who 
v«s his friend in Coat* Biea, says it is 
Bone other than Gen. Garza. He is a 
till man, with hair just turning gray; 
• ban ISO yean old. He and hi* com- 


rades were buried before the Atlanta 
marines came ashore. 


Mrs. Kurt, who lived next to the 


barracks, on the south, was painfully 
wounded in the leg, and her 3-year-old 
child was shot in the face. 


The other women and a little boy 


were wounded by bal Is passing through 
the house. None of these were badly 
injured. The steamer Premier is ex- 
pected from Colon at any moment with 
reinforcements for the 
government 


troops. 


Gen. Garza was supposed to have 


about eighty men. The government 
troops made a good, game fight under 
disadvantages and deserve much credit.

CHILDEEN IN MEXICO. 


Many of Them Are Said to Xto 


Strangely Handsome. 


Both boy* and Girl* An Rtrone «>d 


Clntecfol and Are Natoral ArtiiU 


—Trained to Two B*Bnnar- 


mtlr. Indtutriei. 


Many of the Mexican children are 


strangely handsome, with a sad, ma- 
ture-looking1 beauty. 
Almost all of 


them are of mixed Indian and Spanish 
blood. All of them are artists. 


The Spaniards who conquered Mexico 


and the Indians who were there at the 
time mixed themselves up in a racial 
tangle that we are absolutely unable to 
unravel. But for all that, the half- 
breed children of Mexico are to-day in 
many matters and in most manners 
more like the children of old Spain than 
are the children of modern Spain. The 
American Indians are the most conserv- 
ative people on earth. The Indians oi 
Mexico, says the Pall Mall Budget, hav- 
ing, through intermarriage, adopted 
the customs of old Spain—the Spain 
that Cortex knew—have preserved these 
customs aa they have not been preserved 
in Cordova or Madrid. The usages ol 
old Spain have become bone of the 
Mexican bone, flesh of the Mexican 
flesh, and will so remain, so long as 
Mexico remains a characteristically in- 
dividual nation. To-day in Mexico (es- 
pecially in the least travel-crossed 
parts) the daily lives of the children are 
more like the daily lives of the children 
over whom Ferdinand helped Isabella 
to reign than are the dally lives of the 
children who to-day sun themselves in 
the bright realms of Spain's baby king. 


I have said that most of tha children 


of Mexico are of mixed blood. There 
are, however, a few proud old Mexican 
families who have never married with 
the natives. Certainly the children oi 
these few families are the fairest to 
look upon of Mexico's youngsters. 


Mexican children of the needy class 


used to be trained to two remunerative 
industries to which they are trained no 
more—at least, the boys were. These 
two industries were diving for coins 
and running. 


Diving for coins is a thriving trade in 


the waters of many latitudes, and in 
many longitudes; but there is nothing 
to prove that diving was brought to 
Mexico from ether countries. But there

are proofs and to spare that diving was 
for centuries part of the athletic train- 
Ing of every healthy Mexican boy. The 
boys of Mexico no longer dire for coins, 
because the law forbids it. So at least 
a high official writes who was entreat- 
ed to send me a vivid picture of a Mexi- 
can boy diving. 
Now here is news, in- 


deed! 


In years not long gone by a goodly 


number of Mexican boys were, as soon 
as they could toddle, trained to run. 
They inherited supple hips, strong 
thighs, tireless legs and nimble feet 
from their fathers and their grand- 
fathers, and their great-grandfathers* 
great-grandfathers. 
They had little 


or nothing save poor humanity in com- 
mon with Hamlet; least of all were 
they ever 
"scant of breath," nor 


were they often "fat." 
When they 


grew to manhood and profession- 
al perfection they joined a corps 
which formed the only trusted, the only 
reliable messengers of Mexico. They 
often ran 360 miles in four and a half 
days. They made round trips of TOO 
miles in nine days, and were handsome- 
ly remunerated by twenty-five or thirty 
Mexican silver dollars. Bufthia U an 
item of Mexico's past. The law—the 
law of nature, not the law of Mexico— 
has stepped, in and said: "Enough! No 
more!" The Mexican rurmene are dead, 
killed by their mad overwork, and the 
boys of Mexico are no longer trained 
to a livelihood that invariably proved 
suicidal. The boys who used *o be 
trained to this business were always of 
quite or almost unmixed Indian blood. 
Traces of the old rushing national 
habit are quite discernible to those who 
study the children of modern Mexico 
Those children, for all their stolid 
faces and pathetic eyes, for .all their 
Latin languor of motion, are wonder- 
fully quick of limb. 


In the cities of Mexico the vast ma- 


jority of the children are dressed very 
similarly to the children of European 
cities. 


An Etc of uimntto Bin. 


One of the most interesting specimens 


In the National museum at Washington 
U a cast of an egg of most gigantic size, 
which was found in a guano bed on tlie 
Island of Madagascar about twenty-five 
years ago. The shell of this egg will 
hold almost exactly two gallons of 
liquid, which would make its capacity 
equal to 148 average eggs laid by the 
common barnyard fowl. The bird 
which laid this mammoth egg Is now 
extinct, and has been for probably 200 
years. To the scientist—who knows it 
by its bones and eggs—it is known as 
the epiomis, and its restored skeletons 
prove it to have been a bird at least 12 
feet in height. Arab sailors who vis- 
ited Madagascar centuries ago, when 
the epiornis was still living, are be- 
lieved to have brought back the stories 
concerning it which finally developed 
into the fabulous narratives of the roc.

ports of Committees. 


The sessions of the county board of 


supervisors were taken up yesterday 
afternoon and to-day with, the hearing 
of reports and discussions. 


COUNTY ACCOUNTS. 


The committee on^fees and salaries re 


ported that they had checked up the 
accounts of all the outgoing officials for 
the full term of four years and reported 
as follows: They found in the hands of 
County Clerk George P. Hardy a bal- 
ance due the county of fifty-two cents, 
which amount has been paid in.
